cut vote of confidence threw the par- 
liamentary situation again into con- 
fusion and revived the possibility of a 
military dictatorship headed by Gen- 
eral Von Seeckt as an' early develop- 
ment.

ful beneficiary of the" rejection of the 
onposition, solutions through separ- 
ate balloting on each, the chancellor 
confronted the Reichstag: with- the

past year, according to Dr. Allen, 
that insulin Is a cure for diabetes and 
that regulation of diet is not neces- 
sary 
This is far from the truth. The 


use of insulin without a regulated 
diet is a dangerous error. 
Continu- 


ing Dr. Allen writes: 
'The purpose 


of insulin treatment is to improve 
the'nutrition of patients with severe 
diabetes and to add a safeguard 
against downward progress. 
Mild 


cases, which can be kept symptom-' 
free on .adequate diets, ordinarily do 
not require insulin. Insulin does not 
offer a chre of diabetes or a license 
for carelessness. 
, 
"The insulin treatment' should be 


carried out in conjunction with accu- 
rate diets under laboratory control to 
assure that patients remain sugar- 
free. It involves the inconvenience of 
frequent1 subcutaneous injections and 
other disadvantages, does not sinj- 
pllfy diabetic treatment or justify 
careless methods: and is not the final 
step in diabetic research. Neverthe- 
less this discovery of Dr. Banting and 
his associates Is the first replacement 
of negative by positive, therapy. In 
diabetes. It affords the possibility of 
relegating emaciation, progressiveness 
isrr.iosis and most of the disabilities 
and fatalities of diabetes to the'past.

with the nature of fatigue. To some 
extent we are familiar with the na- 
ture of over-fatigue. 
But of its var- 


ious causes and of the results of ex- 
cessive fatigue on the human body, 
and of its cost to the nation at 'large, 
there has been but little public in- 
formation. 


There is needed no proof for the 


assertion that where fatigue is ex- 
cessive and prolonged the body loses 
its resistance to" disease and physical 
ills become frequent. 
But what we 


do need is some authoritative infor- 
mation on how much is lost to us 
from fatigue, and how serious on. a 
national scale this affliction may be- 
come. 
' 


In the matter of the length of the 


work-day the recent report of the 
Health Service establishes definitely 
that the greater amount of over- 
fatigue resulting from the long work 
day beings more accidents than., the 
normal work day. There is, we are 
told, apparently in plant-production 
a law of diminishing returns for 
energy spent, and a point is reached 
beyond which labor becomes less pro- 
fitable.

The new Tango Is oftqn referred to 
as "The Waltz Tango" because of the 
predominance of old-fashioned waltz 
steps. 
Every one who wants to bc» 


come a really good dancer should 
know the actual steps in the old- 
fashioned "round waltz."
